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FT tu born re wieder — — 
compiling of her public liturgy, to xeep the mean between the two en- 
wemes, of too much stiſtness in refusing, and of too much caxiness in ad- 
mitting, any variation from it. For as, on the one side, common 
ence sheweth, that, where a change hath been made of things advisedly exta- 
blished (no evident necessity so requiring), Sundry inconveniences have 
ensued, and those many times more and greater than the evils 
that were intended to be remedied by such change; so, on the other side. 
the particular ſorms of divine worship, and the zites and ceremonies ap- 
pointed to be used therein, being things in their own nature indiflerent and 
alterable, and so acxnowledged, it is but reasonable, that upon weighty 
and imporiant considerations, according to the various exigency of times 
and occasions, Such changes and alterations should be made therein, as to 
those that are in place of authority should — oe 
cessary or expedient. Accordingly we hnd, in reigns of several 
princes of — memory since the reſotmation, the church, upon just and 
weighty considerations her thereunto moving, hath yielded io mae such al- 
terations in some particulars, as in their respective times were thought con- 
venient; yet so, as that the main body and essentials of it (as well in the 
chielest materials, as in the frame and order thereof) have still continued 
the same unto this day, and yet do stand firm and unsbaxen, notwithstand- 
ing all the vain attempts and impetuous assaults made against it by such men 
as are given to change, and have always discovered a greater regard to their 
own private fancies and interests, than to that duty they owe to the public. 

By what undue means and tor what mischievous purposes the use of the 
liturgy (though enjoined by the laws of the land, and those laws never yet 

) came, during the late unhappy contusions, to be discontinued, 
14 too well xnown to the world, and we are not willing here to remember. 
But when, upon his majeaty's happy restoration, it Seemed probable that, 
amongst other things, the use of the liturgy ao would return of course, 
(the same having never been legally aboli ) unless some timely means 
were used to prevent it; those men, who under the late usurped powers 
had made it a great pait of their buziness io render the people dizatfected 
thereunto, sau themselves, in point of reputation aud intereu, concerned 
(unless they would freely acxnowledge themselves to have erred, which 
Such men are very hardly to do) with their utmost endeavours to 
hinder the restitution thereol. order whereunto divers pamphlets were 
published against the boox of Common Prayer, the old objections 
up, with the addition of some new ones, more than formerly had been 
made, to mae the number swell. In tine, great importunities were used 
to his saczed majesty, that the said boom might be revised, and such altera- 
tions therein and additions thereunto made, a+ should be requinte 
for the ease of tender consciences: whereunts his majesty, out of his pious 
inclination to give satisfaction (so far as could be rea<ouably expected) to all 
his subjects of what persuasion s0ever, did graciously condescend. 

In which review we have endeavoured to observe the lice moderation, as 
we find io have been used in the lixe case in former times: aud therefore, 
of the sundry alterations proposed unto us, we have rejected all such as 
nete either of dangerous consequence (as $ecxelly Suixing at some esta- 
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2 of the church of England, or indeed 
of the whole catholic ch of Christ) or else of no consequence at all, 
but utterly frivolous and vain. But such alterations as were tendered to us, 
Oy what persons, under what pretences, or to what purpose, Soever 50 
zendered,) as Secined to us in any degree requisite or expedient, we have 
willingly and of our own accord assented unto; not enforced so to do by 


any suength of argument convincing us of the necessity of maxing the said 


alerations; for vc are fully in our judgements (and we here pro- 
fess it to the world) that the boos, as it stood before established by law, 
doth not contain in it thing contrary to the word of God, or to sound 
doctrine, or which a y man may not with a good conscience use and 
Submit unto, or which is not fairly defensible against any that shall oppose 
the same; if it shall be _ such just and favourable construction as in 
common equity ought to be allowed to all human writings, especially such 
2202 net farck by authority, — 2 of he 


Our general aim therefore in this undertaxing was, not to gratiſy this or 
That party in apy their unreasonable demands ; but to do that, Chick, to our 
best 4 we conceived might most tend to the preservation of 
peace and unity in the church, the procuring of reverence and exciting of 
piety and devotion in the public worship of God, and the cutting oft ouca- 
Sion from them that sem occasion of cavil or quartel against the liturgy of 
the church. And, as to the several vatiations hom the former book, whe- 
ther by alteration, addition, or otherwise, it shall suflice to give this general 
account; that most of the alterations were made either, lust, for the better 
direction of them that are to ofliciate in any part of divine service, which is 
chiefly done in the calendars and rubrics; or, secondly, for the more pro- 
per enpressing of some words or phrases of antient usage in terms more 
Suitable to the language of the present times, and the clearer explanation af 
Some other words and phrases that were either of doubtful signitication, 
—— — to —— or, thizdly, for a more perfect ten- 
derung of such portions Scripture as are inserted into the liturgy, 
which, in the epistles and gospels — and in sundry other — 
arenow ordered to be read according to the last translation; and that it was 
thought convenient that Some prayers and thanrsgivings, fitted to special oe 
<asions, Should be added in their due places; particuiarly for those at sea, 
with an office far the tism of such as are of riper vears; which, 
not $0 necessary when the former book was compiled, yet, by the 
growth of anabaptism, through the licentiousness of the late times, crept in 
amongst us, is now become necessary, and may be always useful for the 
tizing of natives in our plantations and others converted to the faith. If 
any man, who shall desire a maze particular account of the several alteia- 
tions in any part of the lituigy, Shall tace the pains to compare the present 
book with the former, we not but the rcazon of the change may easily 

And having thus eudeavoured to discharge our duties in this weighty af- 


alan, as in the sight of Cod, and to approve our sincerity therein (50 far as

CONCERNING THE SERVICE OF TRAP CHURCH. 


Concerning the Service of the Church. 


| E was never any thing by the wit of man co well devised or $0 cure 
established, which in continuance of time hath not been corrupted: a4, 
other things, it may plainly appear by the common prayers in the 
chan, — called Divine Service : the first original and ground 
whereof, if any man would $carch out by the antient fathers, be shall Gnd 
that the Same was nut ordained but of a good purpose, and for a great ad- 
vancement of godliness; for the; so ordered the matter, that all the whole 
Bible (or the greatest part thereof) Should be read over once every Fearg 
intending thereby that the clergy, and especially such as were ministets in 
the congregation, «ould (by olten reading, and meditation in God's word) 
be stitred up to godliness themselves, and be more able to exhort others by 
wholesome doctrine, and to confute them that were adyersarics to the truth; 
and farther, that the people (by daily hearing of the Holy Scxipture read in 
the church) might c ominually profit more and more in the xnowledge of 
God, and be the more inflamed with the love of his trac religion. 

But, these many vears passed, this godly and decent order of the antient 
fathers hath been so altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in unces- 
tain stories and legends, with multitude of responds, verses, vain repiti- 
tions, commemorations, and sznodals; that commonly when any bog of 
the Bible was begun, after three or four chapters were read out, all the ne 
were unread, And, in this sort, the boox of Tsaiah was begun in — 
and the boox of Genesis in Septuagesima; but they were only begun, | 
never read through: after lixe sort were other books of Holy Scripture used. 
And moreover (whereas St. Paul would have such language $poxen to the 
people in the church as they might under-tand and have protit by hearing the 
Same) the $ervice in this church of England these many years hath been read 
in Latin to the people, which they understand not; so that they have heard 
with their cars only, and their heart, spirit, and mind, have not been edified 
thereby, And fatthermore, notwithstanding that the antient fathers have 
divided the Psalms into sven portions, whereot every one was called a 
Nocturn; now of late time a few of them have been daily said, and the rest 
utterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardness of the rules called 
the Pie, and the manitold changings of the $service, was the cause that we» 
turn the book on! - was so hard and intricate a matter, that many timns 
there was more bus:ncss to find out what $hould be read, than to read it 
when it was found aut. 

Thee inconveniences therefore considered, here is set forth such an or- 
der, whereby the same shall be redrevsed, And, for a readiness in this 
matter, here is drawn om a Calendar for that purpose, which is plain and 
easy to be understood, wherein (o much as may be) the reading of Holy 
Scripture is $0 et ſurtu, that all things shall be done in order, without breax- 
mg one piece from another: for this cause be cut oft anthems, responds, 
invitatories, and such lixe things, as did breax the continual course of the 
reading of the Scripture. 

Yet because there is no remedy, but that of necessity there must be same 
rules; therefore certain rules ate here set forth; which, as they are few in 
number, so they ate plain and easy to be understood. So that here you 
have an order for prayer, and for the zeading of the Holy Scripture, much 
agreeable to the mind and purpose of the old fathers, and a great deal more 
profitable and commodious than that which of late was used. It is more 
profitable, because here are left out many things, whereof some are un 
Tue, some uncertain, some vain and $uperstitious; and nothing is ordained
